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1. Claims 3, 5, 8, 13-28, 31, 33, 34, 36, 38, 48, 49 are withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, 
there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the 
restriction (election) requirement in Paper No. 11. The claims will be examined the 
extent they read on a phenyl core and at least one of X or Y is an acylated (carbamoyl 
or carboxyl) sulfonyl(thio)semicarbazide. 

2. Claims 45 and 50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 45 cannot refer to claim 50. Claim 50 fails to 
recite the intended use 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1,2, 4, 6, 7, 9-12, 30, 32, 35, 37, and 50 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Cremlyn. See cpds. 27, 39 and 41 f.e.. 

5. Claims 50-84 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. The scope of the claims such as treating suspected 
neurological diseases is not supported by the scope of the examples and disclosure in 
the specification. 
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6. Claims 1-84 are objected to as being directed to a misjoinder of inventions as set 
forth above. Claims 29, 39-44, 46 and 47 would be allowable if directed solely to the 
elected invention.
